. Signals of distress was heard at St. Joseph, 


Mich., beginning at 9:30 last night. The 
sounds came in from the lake in the direction 
taken by boats on the Chicago course. 

As the shrieks of the steamer whistle con- 
tinued without cessation Captain Stevens 
of the life-saving crew and President A. J. 
Graham of the Graham & Morton line char- 
tered the tug Andy and with the life-saving 
crew started out at a lively olip in the direo- 
tion from which the sounds came. 

The life-savers returned at 2 o’clock this 
morning. They reported that they had made 
a careful cruise, but were unable to find any 
steamer in distress. They covered a dis- 
tance of twenty miles out. 

Telegrams were at once dispatched from 
St. Joseph to Chicago and it was learned to 
the relief of the townspeople, who had been 
attracted by the seeming signals, that the 
City of Milwaukee and the City of Louisville 
of the Graham & Morton line were safe in 
port here. 

It was the theory of the searchers, as all 
regular boats were accounted for, that some 
fruit boat or lumber tramp had trouble with 
its machinery and let go a few blasts, fear- 
ing that repairs could not be made, but soon 
succeeded in mending the trouble and pro- 
ceeded.

Homesickness and fevers are shown 
to have a worse effect than bullets 
amcng the troops invading Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 

The lack of mail facilities, for which 
the Washington authorities are blamed, 
has caused anxiety and distress in the 
army. Sickness has been bred in all 
the principal camps in this country and 
on some of the transports. 

The neglect to provide suitable hos- 
pital facilities at the front has caused 
mary deaths end for this there is strong 
criticism of the military authorities.

The Cuban and Porto Rican invasions have 
confirmed the experience of the past in show- 
ing that the greatest horrors of war are 
caused by disease and its consequences rath- 
er than the implements of destruction. It 
the battlegrounds are in the extreme north 
or south, climate enters as an important 
factor in decimating the ranks and in a- 
creasing the sufferings of the contending 
armies. 

A war of invasion requires more prepara- 


tlon, foresight, and forethought on the part 


of those who plan and conduct the cam- 
paign than one of defense, a fact we have 
been painfully made aware of during the 
last two months. The more remote the seat 
of conflict, the more difficult the task of pro- 
viding food and clothing for the army and 
the more serious becomes the problem of 
properly caring for the sick and wounded 
and the greater becomes the difficulty in 
returning the survivors to their homes, 


Homesickness Serious and General. 
Nostalgia (homesickrigss), a common af- 
féction among unseasoned troops, becomes 
more prevalent is proportion to the distance 
between home and the seat of war, as we 


had abundant opportunity to observe 


ing the present war. The depressing effects 
of this common ailment have a decided in- 
fluence in increasing the rate of mortality 
of the sick and wounded and in impairing 
the effectiveness of the fighting line. Nos- 
talgia is a contagious disease, not in the 
sense we use the word contagion ordinarily, 
but when once established in camp it in- 
creases rapidly by suggestion. The onset 
and spread of this common ailment of camp 
life are promoted by interruptions of the 
mail service, the only medium of communi- 
cation between the soldier of the command 
and his distant home. Among the many 
sins of omission of those in charge of 
management of the present war was a glar- 
ing neglect to provide for the much needed 
and anxiously looked for mail facilities. If 
those who have the management of this 
branch of the government service in charge 
could be made to understand what an de- 
casional letter from home will do in keeping 
up the spirit of the citizen soldfer, nostalgia 
would have been less prevalent and its ef- 
fects less disastrous during the present 
campaign. From the time I left Fortress 
Monroe for Cuba, July 3, until I arrived in 


New York from Porto Rico, Aug. 19, I re- 


ceived only two letters of the probably 
sent to me during this ume. rat, 
In summing up the casualties of the war 
just ended it is safe to make the statement 
that the number of killed and the number of 
deaths resulting from the immediate effects 
of wounds will not exceed 280. The number 
of wounded will in all probability reach 1,425. 
The number of deaths from malaria, dysen- 
tery, yellow fever, and typhoid cannot be 
estimated at this time, as these diseases are 
still prevailing and will claim many victims 
before the troops are recalled. The loss of 
life and the suffering as well as disability as 
a claim for pension, caused by disease and 
the effects of climate, will exceed by far 
those caused by Spanish bullets. During the 
Porto Rican campaign no pitched battle 
was fought. The ferce of the enemy in all 
of the skirmishes was small and in ambush. 
Only a few were killed and not more than 
forty wounded. Among the wounded bone 
injuries were rare, many of the wounds 
being slight. All of these cases tend to con- 
firm previous observations to the effect that 
the small caliber bullet of the Mauser rifle, 
the one used exclusively by the Spanish, 
causes ‘wounds of the soft parts, which, if 
left alone under the first dressing, will heal 
by primary intention in the course df a week 
ox two unless complicated by serious vie- 
ceral injuries. 2

Sickness Among the Porto Rico Troops 


Begins Before They Land in 
the Island. 


{TYPHOID FEVER IN THE PORTO RICAN 
CAMPAIGN.)

In Cuba our army met as its most formid- 
able enemy one of the most dreaded of all 
acute infectious diseases, yellow fever. The 
Cuban invasion was characterized by hasty 
action, a lack of organization; and inade- 
quate preparation. The last crippled the 
medical department, and is responsible for 
the early and extensive outbreak of yellow 
fever. In less than two weeks after our 
army landed in Cuba yellow fever made its 
appearance, and almost simultaneously at- 
tacked the troops from Siboney, the base of 
invasion, to the trenches before Santiago. 

In less than two weeks from its appearance 
nearly 500 fever cases, most of them yellow 
fever, impaired the fighting force, and ser!- 
ously taxed the limited resources of the med- 
ical department. Fortunately for the army, 
the type of disease was mild, and the num- 
ber of deaths few, as compared with some 
of the experiences of the past. Under the 
circumstances, it was fortunate that San- 
tiago surrendered in time, as the fighting 
force was being rapidly reduced by the in- 
vasion of yellow fever and the ever-present 
malaria. 


Gained by Experience. 

In ree the Porto Rican invasion the 
possible repetition of a similar experience 
was taken into due consideration, and timely 
precautions against such an occurrence were 
adopted and carried into effect. So far our 
troops in Porto Rico have escaped yellow 
fever, but soon after their landing fever 
cases came into the different hospitals at am 
alarming rate. Many of the soldiers were 
attacked on the transports or soon after 
landing. The day after landing in Ponce, 
Aug. 8, I found at least 250 cases of fever in 
the different hospitals in the city and the 
division hospital near the city limits. Even 
a superficial examination sufficed to prove 
that most of the cases were typhoid fever. 
The time which intervened between the de- 
parture of the troops from the United States 
and the appearance of fever made it more 
than probable that the infection did not have 
an indigenous origin. In some of the cases 
it was difficult, in 6thers impossible, to make 
a differential diagnosis between the malarial 


scope, and this invaluable diagnostic re- 
source was unfortunately not at hand. An- 
other difficulty we had to contend with was 
the lack of recorded thermometric observa- 
tions, which, when accurately made and 
systematically recorded, prove of such signal 
service in distinguishing between these two 


‘febrile conditions. ' 


Pursuant to an order issued by Colonel 
Greenleaf, chief surgeon of the army in the 
field, I investigated ¢or two consecutive days 
all of the fever cages then in the hospitals 
for the purpose of locating the origin of 
typhoid fever. In this work I availed my- 
self of the kind and able assistance of Dr. 
M. O. Terry, Surgeon General of New York, 
and Acting Assistant Surgeon Greenleaf, 
son of the chief surgeon. We made a care- 
ful examination of 200 cases of fever as they

The Spanish military hospitaf is a sub- 
stantial square one-story building with a 
large court in the center.

the floors are made of cement or brick tiling. 
It is on a high hill, near the city limits, from 
which a magnificent view of the city, harbor 
and surrounding country can be obtained. 
It has a capacity for about 150 beds. Il re- 
quired a good deal of labor to make the 
building fit for the reception of patients. 
Major Daly and his force worked persisient- 
. ly for a whole day in removing the dirt and 
filth which the Spaniards had left in their 
haste as an undesirable legacy. The hos- 
pital was at once supplied with cots, bedding, 
and hospital stores. The clubhouse of the 
city and a school for girls in charge of the 
Sisters of Charity were offered to the au- 
thorities for hospital use, and the courtesy 
was promptly accepted. For over a week the 
sitk officers occupied the clubhouse, and 
about fifty patients found comfortable 
quarters and excellent treatment in the 
schoolhouse. Ponce has large charity hos- 


pital, the Tricoche,” with 200 beds, under 


the care and management of the Sisters of 
Charity. The hospital is a model of cleanli- 
ness and comfort. Colonel Greenleaf made 
arrangements with the city authorities to 
open the doors of this excellent hospital 
for sick officers. I am sure that every one 
who will enjoy the kind treatment and ex- 
cellent care of the sisters in this great in- 
stitution of charity will have a good word 
for this ancient and worthy order, : 
The absence of delirium in all cases but 
one is remarkable, but it must not be for- 
gotten that nearly all of the cases were ex- 
amined during the early stages of the dis- 
ease. In quite a number of cases this symp- 
tom appeared later. From the symptoms 
and the death rate ascertainable at this t. me 
it is evident that the disease pursued a com- 
paratively mild course. Nearly 200 of the 


more grave cases were transferred to the 


hospital ship Relief, which sailed from Porto 
Rico for New York Aug. 15. Of this number 
twelve died on the way and were buried at 
sea. In two of these cases death resulted 
from complications. In one case 4 fatal 
termination threatens during the third week 
of the disease from laryngitis and lobular 
pneumonia. A metastitic abscess of the sub- 
maxillary gland deserves mention as a com- 
plication of typhoid fever. 

The Relief safled from Ponce, Porto Rico, 
on Aug. 15 for New York, and called on the 
way at Mayaguez to complete its cargo of 
sick and wounded. All of the wounded at 
the last port were taken on board, The en- 
tire number of fever patienta on leaving 
Porto Rico was 255, the full capacity of the 
‘floating hospital. It is probably the first 
time in the history of thé world that so 


try to their homes The first day a stiff 
breeze caused considerable rolling and pitch- 


ing of the ship, which caused considerable 


uneasiness among the patients, but did not 
seem to unfavorably influence the disease. 
The female nurses worked faithfully, and 
proved of the utmost value to the sick. Thir- 
teen of the more serious cases of typhoid 
fever died on the way to New York. Many 
of the patients improved rapidly during the 
voyage. The Relief has done all and more 
than was expected in serving as a tem- 

rary hospital and as an ambulance ship

Letter Vindicating His 
War Management. ‘ 


NOT A THING WAS READY. 


Sickness Largely Due to Failure 
to Enforce Orders of =| 
Department. 


SYNOPSIS OF OFFICE'S WORK: | 


New York, Aug. 21.—Chauncey M. Depew 
has received the following letter from the 
Secretary of War and hag given it out for 
publication. The letter, which was written 
in reply to a request for information on the 
subjects referred to, is as follows: 

„War Department, Washington, D. C., 
Aug. 13.—My Dear Mr. Depew: The great 
pressure of business has up to now pre- 
vented me from sending to you the state- 
ment you were kind enough to ask for as to 
what had been accomplished in the way of 
outfitting the army for the field, the con- 
duct of the campaign, etc. Also, the chiefs ot 
divisions have been too much driven with 
work to compile the data required. . 

“One not in the midstzof the work can 
hardly realize what an undertaking it 16 to 
call 125,000 men into the fleld at one time, 
coming from all the States, and to have 
them mustered and gathered in camps on 80 
shoft notice, and this, too, when we had 
scarce any camp outfit for their accommo- }, 
dation, all having to be provided for by the 
War department. As you know, when war 
was ared there was no equipment what- 
ever for the volunteers in store. That this 
was successfully accomplished, with few 
accidents, is a matter of record. | 

„ Subsequent calls, including the regular 
army (which numbered about 27,000 men 
when war was declared), made a total of 
208,500 men. To accomplish all in so short 
a time has been a great work. Of course, 
gathering this vast number of men to- 
gether, in a large measure under untrained 
regimental and company commanders—I 
mean in actual field duty—the lack of knowl- 
edge as to sanitary conditions to be ob- 
served, the carelessness in not observing 
instructions which were furnished as to 
proper care of the men have added greatly 
to the work of the medical department, 


Anxiety in Nation’s Homes. 


» Thus in the homes of 216,000 volunteers 
there has been constant and gréat anxiety 
as to what might happen to their soldiers, 
and hundreds of inquiries made by letters 
and telegrams have been received every day 
concerning indfvidual soldiers. The feel- 
ing on the part of these individuals that 
the War department is responsible for the 
care of their men individually has naturally 
aroused sympathy in case of sickness and 
death and has created much sorrow. ; 
There is nothing young meh in robust 
health are so prodigal of as their health 
until it is gone. Men go into camp feel- 
ing that they can stand anything and ev- 
erything, and cannot be made. to believe 
to the contrary until stricken with disease. 
Every effort has been made from the begin- 
ning to furnish every camp with all ap- 
pliances asked for, but of course the com- 
manding officers in the fleld are the ones 
who have the direct charge of these men. 
For instance, one army corps commander 
has given orders, and enforces; them, re- 
specting santtary affairs; and he has today | 
but a fraction over 2 per cent on the sick 
list. Others have been less successful, and 
the consequence is typhoid and other fevers 
have been bred and spread to a considera- 
ble extent. 
One regiment in the Chickamauga camp 
has a Colonel who enforces sanitary rules 
in his regiment, obliging the men to boil 
all the water they drink, keeping the camp 
cleanly, and the result is less than twenty- 
five sick, and the camp, too, in as unfa- 
vorable a place as any in the command, 
Others more favorably situated have ten 
times that number on the sick list. One of 
the regiments of the last call, not yet re- 
moved from its State, sends bitter com-. 
plaints of typhoid fever. 


Well Equipped at the Start.

It was said at the War department this 
afternoon that nothing can stop the most 
rigid investigation. A response must be 
made to public sentiment, and the results 
of the inquiry will be published. General 
Shafter will leave Santiago Tuesday and 
will be in New York by the end of the week. 
He will arrive in time to make his statement 
as to the responsibility. 

In the case of the Mobile, there has been 
a most flagrant infraction of the rules laid 
down by the War department. After the 


termaster General Ludington issued orders 
against overloading vessels and regarding 
the number of physicians, nurses, and quan- 
tity of medicines to be placed aboard trans- 
ports before they sail. Army officers at 
Santiago were informed of the capacity of 
all transports, and it was expected that they 
would at least adhere to the maximum 
capacity. 

“The Mobile can carry 1,000 men and 
1,000 horses. The fact that 1,500 men were 
put on board shows that the space intended 
for horses must have been used for the ac- 
commodation of sick and debilitated soldiers. 

“At the War department it was learned 
that the loading of the transports at Santi- 
ago is supervised by Colonel Humphrey, 
who is acting under the direct orders of 
General Shafter. He has been called on for 
A report. 

When Surgeon General Sternberg was 
asked for his explanation of the crowding of 
the Mobile, he said: ‘ It is not a part of the 
duty of the medical department to see to the 
loading of transports. That belongs to the 
Quartermaster’s department.’ 


Great Indignation. 


** Quartermaster General Ludington said: 
All that can be said now is that an investi- 
gation is in progress at both sides. Ships, 


even to their capacity.’ 

The condition of the Mobile has created 
the greatest indignation in official circles. 
A Cabinet officer said today: The Mobile 
case upsets me. Outside of General Miles, 
General Merritt, and a few other officers 
there has been so much ignorance and 80 
much incompetency displayed in the army 
that it*is really pitiable. When it was first 
decided to send troops to Santiago it was 
thought that 5,000 men would be sufficient, 
and General Shafter was selected to com- 
mand. Then the number was increased to 
10,000, to 15,000, and finally to 22,000. If it 
had been known at the first that so many 
men were needed General Shafter would 
never have been placed in command of the 
expeditien. As to our home camps, it seems 
to me that the veriest tyro in military af- 
fairs would have known that soldiers com- 
pelled to drink water from rivers, and 
streams, and surface wells would inevitably 
contract typhoid fever; yet in all the camps 
but one that is the kind of water our soldiers 
have had to drink.“ 


Extortions and Other Abuses. 


Hughes is the name of the steward of the 
Mobile, which brought 1,600 sick soldiers 
from Cuba to Camp Wikoff. Hughes is the 
man who had control of the flour and bread 
and ham and coffee and canned meats and 
other food with which the ship had provided 
itself. 

The government contract with the owners 
of the Mobile and of the other ships used 
as transports provided that meals should be 
furnished to the officers and civilians travel- 
ing with the army at 50 cents apiece. Pri- 
vates and non-commissioned officers were 
supplied with food through the army Com- 
missary department. The food on the Mo- 
bile was bad. The commissary hardtack 
was moldy and much of the coffee had been 
allowed to become damp. Some of the 
canned roast beef—the meat staple, together 
with bacon—was tainted. Plenty of the ba- 
con was unfit to eat) The beans were horri- 
ble. 

Hughes had food and it was for sale. 
Many men who could not eat the rations ap- 
plied to the steward Here is his price list: 
Biscuits, 10 cents apiece; coffee, 25 cents a 
cup; sandwiches, 45 cents; pie, $3 to $5. 

A returning soldier sad: When a man 
has been through shot and shell at San 
Juan and El Caney and has borne the awful 
heat, the pelting, soaking rain, and the 
sharp chill of early morning in Cuba, he is 
going to fight for his life, and when the 
rations given him cannot be swallowed he 
is going to get something fit to eat if it 
takes every cent he has got. So Hughes had 
plenty of customers and did a thriving trade 
with sick and starving men under the 
American flag on a government ship.“ 

Here is the story told by one of the Second 
Massachusetts officers: | 7 

My men were fed on moldy hard tack 
and tainted meats and beans that turned 
the stomach. Sick men could not take the 
stuff that was offered them, and so they 
died of starvation, though the records give 
dysentery, malaria, and other disorders as 
the causes of death. 


Charges to Be Made. 


, When conditions got so bad there was 
always danger of the sick men dying. I went 
to Steward Hughes and asked him to make 
me some biscuits. He refused to make bis- 
cuits at first. I told him I knew hehad made 
gome for Captain Hicks. He said Hicks had 
paid him five cents apiecefor them.

Shafter Replies. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRI 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—Some com- 
plaint reached the War départment concern- 
ing the bad sanitary conditions on the trans- 
port Mobile, which arrived at Montauk 
Point a few days ago from Santiago. The 
ship, it was charged, was overcrowded and 
the sick on board were not properly or ade- 
quately provided for. The department com- 
municated with General Shafter on the sub- 
ject and in response to the dispatch received 
tonight the following explanation from him: 

* Santiago, Aug. 20.—Adjutant General, 
U. 8. A., Washington: eferring to your 
telegram about overcrowding the Mobile, 
the Captain reported that loaded as it was 
going to Porto Rico he could carry 8,000 
men and that he could carry 2,000 comforta- 
bly; therefore, did not consider a few less 
than 1,700 as too many. Ship was carefully 
inspected by a board of officers and Dr. 
Ives, a member of the board, states it was 
not overcrowded. Accommodations for offi- 
cers were, however, somewhat deficient. 
The large number of deaths can probably 
be accounted for by the fact this brigade 
took nearly all their sick with them. The 
greatest care has been taken in this respect. 
Transports have been loaded with from 200 
to 800 men less than the same ship brought 
down. SHAFTER, Major General.“ 


M’KINLEY GOING TO MONTAUK. 


President Consents to Visit the Camp 
and Review the Warworn 
Soldiers. 


New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal.from Washington says: 

“The President has consented to review 
the army of Santiago at Montauk Point. 
General Shafter will be at Montauk Point 
during the latter part of this week and also 
the whole army, with the exception of a 
corps of the men in the detention camps, 
who will not be allowed to come North until 
after the required period of probation. 

„ Secretary Alger said today that the Pres- 
ident had decided to review the troops, but 
it was not possible to fix the precise date 
of the visit to New York. The Secretary 
said that the event would not take place 
until all the soldiers had arrived and were 
in condition to appear in the ranks. This 
possibly will be during the early part of 
next week and before any of the troops are 
mustered out.“ 


WHERE RESTS THE BLAME? 


Cordition of the Hospital Ships from 
Santiago Calls for a Moral 
Reckoning. 


New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—Now that 
the smoke of battle has cleared away the 
question of responsibility for all the ap- 
parently needless hardships and suffering 
of the men who shed their blood to plant 
the Stars and Stripes in Cuba comes to the 
surface. The glamour of victory veiled this 
in a measure at first, but now the problem 
arises in all its hideousness. 

The questions now being asked are:. 

On whom rests the responsibility of the 
starvation of the troops in Cuba? On whose 
shoulders rests the shame of the suffering 
of the men who fell sick in that fever- 
parched island, where even medical attend- 
ance at first was unknown, and where a 
piece of ice to cool the fevered soldiers, 
tossing in their hospital tents, was unob- 
tainable? . 

To whom can be traced the guilt of send- 
ing whole shiploads of these sick and wound- 
ed troops northward, penned like cattle 
on decks that reeked with filth, without med- 


without even water to drink or bandages 
to bind up their wounds? 

These questions have not had a chance 
to be forgotten. No sooner has one ship- 
load of these poor unfortunates been land- 
ed and disposed of—after a fashion—than 
public attention has been attracted to the 
arrival of another pestship. The waters 
of the Atlantic between this port and the 
West Indies is the cemetery of many of 
the brave lads who responded to the first 
call to arms. 

Another phase of the matter is that not all 
of the ships that have taken troops: out of 
Cuba have proved horror ships, and this.fact 
has but emphasized the question of why it 


| CHANGES ON A CAR LINE. 


SHAKEUP AMONG EMPLOYES OF - 
CAGO GENERAL RAILWAY. 


W. F. Brennan Resigns 
and Cashier Bennett, Who Was 
Robbed Recently, Is Dismissed on 
Charges of Carelessness—Train Men 


Dissatisfied at Shortening of Work 
Hours—Rumor of Cat in Wages De- 
nied.

There has been a general shake up among 
the employés of the Chicago General railway 
company’s Twenty-second street line. Super- 
intendent W. F. Brennan has offered his 
resigation, to take effect on Sept. 1. Cashier 
Bennett, who was held up by thugs a week 
ago in his office and robbed of $231, has been 
discharged for the reason that he did not 
keep the door of his cage closed, thus violat- 
ing one of the strictest rules of the company. 

There has been also a general shifting 
around among the road’s employés. The 
trips have been cut heavily, and the loss to 
the men in wages has been considerable. 
There was a rumor around the barns yester- 
day that the wages of all the road employés 
will be cut from 21 to 17 cents an hour, but 
this was denied. 

Vice President C. L. Bonney was absent 
from the city and President J. H. Witbeck 
refused to be interviewed. An employé said: 

It is true that Superintendent Brennan 
has resigned. He has disagreed with the 
policy of the company in cutting off the 
extra trips, and I suppose he was asked with 
the others to suffer a reduction in salary. 
He is interested also in a patent brake, and 
for some time has contemplated giving it his 
entire attention. 

„It is true that Bennett is no longer with 
the company. ‘The officials were not satis- 
fled with his conduct in leaving the door of 
his office open. A conductor had jugt left 
and, while Bennett’s back was turned to the 


| door, as he stood talking at the telephone, 


the robbers came in, taking advantage of 
him. I understand a demand was made 
upon Mr. Bennett to make good the money 
which he lost, and there was some dispute 
about that. 

„I know there is a great deal of dissatis- 
faction-among the men because of the short- 
ening of their working hours A number of 
trips have been abandonedgand the change 
makes a reduction of fram dhe to two hours 
in the working time of the motormen and 
conductors. Cars that formerly ran till 1 
and 2 o’clock are now taken off at 10 and 11 
o’clock. The men have not been asked to 
work for any less wages an hour, but simply 
to work less hours. If there is not enough 
business to make the extra runs pay, how- 
ever, the company cannot be expected to 
make the trips.“ 

The Chicago Federation of Labor at an 
afternoon meeting declined the invitation 
of the Labor Martyrs’ Memorial association 
to participate on Nov. 11 in services com- 
memorative of the execution of the Anar- 
chists Parsons, Spies, Fischer, and Lingg. 
The invitation was laid on the table without 
discussion. 

The annual fight over the music for the 
Labor day parade was one of the principal 
features of the meeting. Delegate O' Connor 
of the Chicago Musical association intro- 
duced a motion that the unions be instructed 
to empioy only bands affiliated with the fed- 
eration, and that they refuse to march be- 
hind any other bands. This brought about 
a bitter discussion, during which the Chi- 
cago Musical association was roundly de- 
nounced and ended with laying the motion 
on the table. 

The Executive committee was instructed 
to wait upon the Board of Education and de- 
mand that employés of the board be mem- 
bers of the unions of their respective crafts. 

President Doyle announced the standing 
committees for the ensuing year.

CHICAGO PEOPLE PRESENT. 


Milwaukee, Aug. 21.—[Special. ]— 
The annual convention of the German Ro- 
man Catholic Central societies opened at 
the Deutscher Minnervefein Hall this 
morning. The attendance at the convention 
exceeded the expectations of the officers of 
the society.

After the meeting the 
delegates went to St. Joseph’s Church, 
where Archbishop Katzer celebrated pontif- 
lcal mass and the Rev. Joseph Remer deliv- 
ered the sermon. | 

This afternoon there was a monster pa- 
rade, in which all of the local societies and 
societies from Chieago, Racine, Kenosha, 
Hartford, Burlington, Manitowoc, Sheboy- 
gan, Fond du Lac, and other places partici- 
pated. There were over 12,000 men in line. 
The heat was intense, and Mathias Wagner 
of Chicago was overcome.

Decides to Make Most of His Future 
Appointments from Among the Res- 
idents of That City—Deluged with 
Applications for Posts at the Expo- 
sition—Starts with His Staff on Sun- 
day to Look Over the Ground, 


Ferdinand W. Peck, Commissioner Gen- 
eral of the Paris exposition, spent yesterday 
at his summer home at Oconomowoc, return- 
ing to this city in the evening. The present 
week will be a busy one With him, as it will 
wind up his work here, he having made prep- 
arations to leave for Paris with his staff on 
next Sunday. 

** I will make no further appointment prob- 
ably until I reach Paris,“ he said last night. 
1 have been overrun with applications for 
appointments, having in fact received over a 
thousand, many of which have the best kind 
of backing, but it has seemed best to me to 
give out no further places until I reach Paris 
and look the ground carefully over and de- 
termine just how many and what kind of 
people I can use to the best advantage. 

“I think it is probable that the most of 
these appointments will be made up of Amer- 
icans either living in Paris or who have spent 
much time there. The reason for this is ap- 
parent, as these people will be fitted in every 
way, other things being equal, to accom- 
plish more than strangers to Paris and the 
French language could hope to. 

There is much work to be done, and I 
look forward almost with dread to the multi- 
farious details which will have to be pro- 
vided for. The question of space is a serious 
one, but I hope to be able to secure a substan- 
tial addition to what has been allotted this 
country. * 

“If I had my own way in the matter I 
think I should prefer to see the space al- 
lotted to the United States taken up with a 
few great exhibits rather than many smaller 
ones. I would have them typify, as far as 
possible, the diversified resources of this 
country and so arranged as to constitute 
striking and impressive object lessons to 
those who should see them. I think an ex- 
hibit of this character would create a greater 
impression than could possibly come from a 
multitude of smaller ones. They would leave 
a much more lasting impression on the mind. 
I think the experience of the Columbian Ex- 
position will bear this out. It was the en- 
semble of the great ‘White City’ more 
than anything else that people remembered.“ 

Mr. Peck said he expected Major Brackett 
to arrive here in a day or two. 


CREW FIGHTS FIRE IN A TUG. 


Flames on tha Ira O. Smith Off Lincoln 
Park Give All Hands a 
Hard Fight. 


The crew of the tug Ira O. Smith had a 
hard battle with flames yesterday afternoon 
while the tug was a mile off Lincoln Park, 
and for a time it seemed as if the fire would 
get beyond control and destroy the boat. 
A crowd of Sunday idlers stood along the 
lake shore and watched the men on the tug 
fight for their lives, but were powerless to 
give aid.

Down the lake tore the tug, its whistle 
sounding an appeal for aid. Its plight was 
noticed by the life saving crew, and prep-

the assistance of the Ira O, Smith. Before 
they reached it, however, the flames were 
under control and were soon apparently 
out. 

They broke out again after the boat was 
tied up at the docks at the foot of Frank- 
lit street and it was necessary to call out 
the fireboat Yosemite to extinguish them. 

The blaze originated in some kindling wood 
stored near the boilers and did no serious 
damage to the hull of the boat.

New dangers will present themselves, 
but I believe that the wisdom, prudence, 
conservatism, and enterprise of our people 
will be equal to every emergency that may 
arise, ond we shall be the greatest, most 7 
telligent, and prosperous nation of the wor 
within a few years as the logical result of our 
late war. 
Wholesale Trade 

In the wholesale lines generally trade con- 
tinues to show all the activity which has 
marked them since long before the cessation 
of hostilities. In many directions the war 
was responsible for an increased trade, 
which has kept up after this cause has 
ceased to be a factor. The activity is no- 
ticeable in all lines, but especially in mar- 
kets to which country merchants give per- 
sonal attention. This class was present dur- 
ing the week in unusual numbers, the result 
of the orders they placed being responsible 
for a largely increased tonnage in dry 
goods, groceries, and many other kines. The 
country merchant has not yet changed his 
earlier conclusions that fall and winter trade 
is going to be on an unusually large scale. 
He is taking all and ample preparation 
to meet the demands which a canvass of 
the various sections, principally agricultur- 
al, convinces him is to be his fortune. Since 
the breaking of the drought throughout the 
corn belt no conditions have arisen to in- 
duce expectations of a greater shortage 
than was figured out several weeks ago. 
The price situation, so far as the farmer is 
concerned, is generally improved. He is get- 
ting higher prices for wheat, while values 
in corn and oats are fully maintained. One 
of the best evidences of agricultural pros- 
perity, on which is based expectations ofa 
profitable trade in all commercial lines, is 
the fact that old wheat is coming to market 
slowly, the disposition, especially through- 
out the Northwest, being to hold for higher 
prices. With the nearest delivery of wheat 
about 3800 per bushel lower than prices pre- 
vailing one year ago, the wheat-raising 
class does not see much encouragement in 
selling at present. Fortunately the farm- 
ers’ financial condition makes it possible 
to carry grain reserves almost indefinitely. 
With the country full of money and stocks 
of merchantable goods light in nearly all 
directions, the Chicago merchant sees a 
profitable and active season ahead of him. 

There is a disposition toward broadening 
out all along the line. This is evident by the 
manner in which new stocks of goods are 
going into sections which have not hereto- 
fore been productive of many orders to whole- 
sale houses. Drugs, dry goods, and gro- 
ceries are the principal directions in which 
trade seems to be growing. The new stocks 
go into about all the sections heretofore sup- 
plied from this distributing center. There 
is an immense activity in all branches of 
fron and steel, prices in which are appre- 
clably higher. All sorts of structural mate- 
rial have advanced, and these in turn have 
carried up nails and all varieties of building 
hardware. Active preparation for the con- 
struction of bridges along the drainage 
canal has stimulated the local iron market, 
many large contracts for material having 
been closed during the week. Metals have 
followed the lead set by iron and steel. Cop- 
per has advanced to 12c, lead to 4.07%, while 
tin and tin plates are stronger without being 
quotably higher. 

Lumber is going to interior points in larger 
volume than it has moved for the best part 
of the year. This is indicative of future 
building operations, from which the lumber 
market is more than likely to receive benefits 
in the way of stronger if not higher prices. 
It was a particularly active week in 
shingles, in which there is reported some- 
thing of a scarcity. The demand for hard 
woods from implement and machinery 
makers has also reduced available stocks in 
these woods to a point which has made the 
market decidedly stronger. 

Conditions in woolen and cotton industries 
are considerably unsettled. Some of the 
Eastern manufacturers of woolen goods an- 
nounce that until the market conditions 
close they might just as well shut down as 
continue to run, present orders not justify- 
ing the present prices for material. While 
cotton mills in some sections have greatly 
reduced their output, others have started 
up. Thus the deficiency in one direction is 
made up in another. The cotton outlook is 
said to be greatly in favor of the mills, an 
enormous yield being predicted. 

The wheat market has been controlled by 
the movement prospects and conditions in 
the cash grain market. The market situa- 
tion has been peculiar in many respects and 
hard to understand. There appear to be 
certain abnormal and artificial features left 
over as an inheritance from the Leiter cor- 
ner. Aside from this it is hard ta figure 
out the bearing of the changed financial con- 
ditions in the country on the marketing of 
wheat. The winter wheat movement has 
been a flat disappointment and until within 
the last few days the spring wheat move- 
ment has been small enough to suggest that 


| spring wheat farmers, as well as the pro- 


ducers of winter wheat, have independent 
ideas as to values, irrespective of the pros- 
pective yield, and that for the first time in 
years the stubborn holding of wheat in first 
hands would bea controlling influence which 
speculators would be forced to take into con- 
sideration. The Leiter campaign was the 
means of advancing the ideas of farmers as 
to what a fair average farm price is. The 
course of the market for several years had 
a tendency to destroy the faith of producers 
in grain values, but the effect of six or eight 
years’ education toward a low level for 
wheat has been entirely overcome by farm 
prices well up td a dollar a bushel, which 
were secured during the Leiter operations. 

The financial cond.tions of the agricultural 
sections of the country have been greatly 
improved in the last two or three years. 
Several excellent corn crops, the high prices 
for wheat last year, and the wheat crop this 
year of 700,000,000 bu have given the farm- 
ers a great deal of money or its equivalent 
and have put them more nearly in a position 
to be independent in their marketing than at 
any previous time in a decade. The people 
who have made a study of the movement sc 
far claim that the wheat sales at country 
stations have been largely by tenant farm- 
ers. The increase in the spring wheat move- 
ment during the last few days, starting with 
the receipt of twice as many cars at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth on Friday ason the corre- 
sponding day last year, was disposed to dis- 
credit the theory that producers will abso- 
lutely ignore all the considerations which 
are making the professional traders so bear- 
ish.

FIND LESSONS IN PEACE. 


PREACHERS VIEW WAR IN RETRO- 
SPECT AND POINT TO THE FUTURE. 


The Rev. William White Wilson Sees in 
Nation’s Readiness to Cease from 
Strife a Sign of Promise for the Ad- 
vancement of. Human Liberty 
Bishop Samuel Fallows Declares in 
Favor of Holding All Conquered 
Territory—Others on Like Topics. 


, The war with Spain, as viewed in retrospect 
and with regard to its significance to future 
generations, afforded topics for sermons to a 


— number of Chicago preachers yester- 


y. 

“The Spirit of Liberty and the Spirit of 
Obedience was the title of a sermon 
preached by the Rev. Dr. William White 
Wilson at St. Mark’s Episcopal Church in 
the morning. The speaker said: 

The alacrity with which our citizens an- 
swered the call to arms is equaled by the 
hearty readiness with which they respond 
to the declaration of peace. 

It was feared by many of our own people, 
as well as by those of other countries, that 
the war sentiment awakened in our land 
would lead to a desire for martial glory 
which would be hard to restrain; that elated 
by victory our army and navy might not be 
satisfied with a short and sharp contest, 
within the lines originally indicated, but 
might join with the oppressed of other lands 
in acts of revenge upon the oppressors. 

None doubted the intense spirit of liberty 
that was the impelling cause that involved 
us in the war; but many feared it might 
exceed the bounds of reason and break out 
into lawlessness and crime. 

„But how speedily the hand of power be- 
comes the hand of mercy, and the spirit of 
ee is changed to the grace of sym- 
pathy. 

“It is because the true spirit of liberty 
seeks the establishment of right. There isa 
law of conformity to principles of righteous- 
ness which accompanies genuine liberty. 
Enlightened freemen are obedient to the laws 
of justice and make effective the liberty they 
secure by establishing upon the strong 
foundation of everlasting truth, 

‘* During the war our liberty-loving heroes 
rendered loyal obedience to their superiors, 
and answered so promptly and faithfully to 


orders as to make possible our great victo- | 


ries. Where the strongest spirit of liberty 
was manifested the most loyal obedience 
was expressed. 

Liberty and law go together through the 
development of a spirit of freedom from all 
that enslaves and destroys. True liberty is 
not secured by only removing the oppressor’s 
hand but by also developing the apprecia- 
tion of obedience to righteous laws necessary 
for the welfare of society. 

„Wise discipline, intelligent obedience, 
and loyal endurance brought success to the 
cause of liberty in time of war. The same 
virtues displayed in the moral and political 
conflicts before us will secure the blessings 
of liberty to us and to those whose destiny 
is being molded by us.” ; 


Bishop Samuel Fallows. 


Taking for his text the words “ Watch- 
man, What of the Night?” Bishop Samuel 
Fallows preached at St. Paul’s Reformed 
Episcopal Church in the morning a sermon 
in part as follows: 

From Idumea, or Dumah, a messenger 
is represented as coming to the prophet and 
asking the question, ‘ What of the night?’ 
The Chaldee version makes the prophet say 
in reply, There is a reward to the just and 
revenge to the unjust. If you will be con- 
verted, be converted while you can be con- 
verted.’ 

What more appropriate answer could be 
given to Spain as she anxiously asks ‘ What 
of the night? than the prophet’s words, 
Be converted while you can be converted? 

Let us modernize his language: 

„ Banish from your midst all the sur- 
viving landmarks of medievalism; remove 
every trace of the horrible and hated in- 
quisition from your borders; give to Prot- 
estantism, which is the authority of the 
individual conscience, and to a true cathol- 
icism, which is the supreme recognition of 
God and of the universality of his worship, 
a hearty welcome; banish the shameful ig- 
norance and illiteracy of the great mass of 
your people by a comprehensive system of 
national education. 

Tou have scarcely taken out a patent 
for invention in all your history; therefore 
stimulate the study of mechanics among 
your youth. 

Tou have been bowing down to false 
nobilities and antiquated feudalisms. Rec- 
ognize now manhood, enlightened and free. 

Tou have been utterly unable, through 
your rapacity, your cruelty, your hideous 
caricatures of Christianity, to govern the 
smallest one of your former vast dependen- 
cles, and in consequence have nearly lost 
them all; now concentrate redeeming ef- 
forts upon your sunny home domain. Teach 
your beautiful women that the noblest ideal 
of womanhood is not to live a cloistered life 
of selfish contemplation in the sacred name 
of religion, but to wear the glorious crown 
of happy wifehood and motherhood. There 
is, with conversion, a splendid destiny be- 
fore you. You may yet lead the Latin race 
if you will but heed the lesson which the 
humiliation of defeat is intended to teach 
you.’ 

Lest we forget’ is a message to the 
United States. Flushed with victory, we 
must not forget the God of nations. We 
must not neglect any home duties, while 
as a strong people we try to serve the 
weak and dependent millions that have 
come under our care. With faith in the 
power that makes for righteousness, with 
unwavering confidence in ourselves, with the 
profound consciousness that we are called 
‘To take occasion by the hand, and make 
the bounds of freedom wider yet,’ we shall 
not yield up one inch of the territory we 
have providentially gained. God will as- 
suredly give us his blessing as we hold 
ang we have in trust for humanity and

In the evening at Armour Mission there 
was held a Praise Service for Peace.“ The 
pastor, the Rev. Duncan C. Milner, spoke 
on the topic, * Lessons to Young Americans 
from the War with Spain,“ and said in part: 

„We will leave the great questions of the 


‘political outcome of the war to our states- 


menand newspapers. Let us gather up some 
of the lessons suggested by recent events 
and by some of the sayings that have been 
made current during the war. 

“ A number of lessons of humanity have 
been taught in this war. We are glad to 
think that most of our people did not join 
in the cry, ‘Remember the Maine,’ as a 
watch cry of revenge. We are proud of 
the humane spirit shown by our nation in 
its treatment of prisoners. Let us not for- 
get that this war, on our part, was founded 
in sympathy with the suffering and op- 
pressed. This new form of genuine chivairy 
has come to our nation by unselfishly fight- 
ing for the protection of the weak and suf- 
tering. | 

„We have learned that our young Amer- 
jeans of today have in them the stuff of 
which their fathers were made; have proved 
themselves capable of showing the noblest 
spirit. We have learned also the valuable 
lesson that the spirit of devotion is not con- 
fined to any one clase of our people or to 
any section of the country, but that our 
young men, rich and poor, high and low, are 
capable of deeds of the most splendid cour- 
age and self-sacrifice. The people of the 
United States were never as near real unity 
as they are today. 

“The spirit of religious reverence con- 
nected with this war has been marked. 
Without affectation or pretense our Presi- 
dent and a large number of distinguished 
officers in bothermy and navy have publicly 
and reverently ‘s hand and 
acknowledged his

Gemocracy of our free institutions have 
been strengthened. 

“Americanism has become a marvelous 
factor in the world, with a power for good 
hardly yet fully realized. Our prestige 
abroad has been strengthened. Our flag 
never waved more proudly and its colors 
were never more significant than today. 

“The increase of human freedom which 
will result from the war will benefit the 
whole world. If Spain is wise she will profit 
by her sad experience, and adjust herself to 
the future with a wider vision for nat‘onal 
development. New problems will be forced 
upon the American people. Perhaps in seek- 
ing to govern others we may learn to im- 
prove government at home. We have still 
serious troubles to face in the social unrest 
of our own people. Let us pray for a proto- 
col of peace between capital and labor, be- 
tween: rich and poor, between a dead and 
formal religionism and a vital and practical 
Christianity.“ 


The Rev. J. H. O. Smith. 


„ Woman in War was the subject of a 
prelude to the evening sermon of the Rev. 
J. H. O. Smith at Union Christian Church, 
which was in part as follows: 

“The word woman suggests love, not 
hate; peace, not war. Woman's supposed 
rart in the conflicts of earth is to pray, and 
wait, and suffer; to mourn and bury the 
dead. She does not dream of her power. 

“ Should intelligent American womanhood 
today demand the head of any nation in the 
world it would soon be laid at her feet if 
American arms could accomplish the deed. 
On the other hand, she has the power to 
arrest war's bloody sweep. 

“Perverted womanhood, from Jezebel to 
the last sensational horror, has lighted the 
flames of persecution, nerved the arm of 
frightful massacre, incited the fury of sense- 
less mobs. 

“What has not heroic, patriotic woman 
done since Miriam sang and Barak, com- 
mander-in-chief of Israel’s host, said to 
Deborah: If thou wilt go with me I will go’? 

“During the present war women have 
been peculiarly active. It is the first war of 
sentiment, and as such it presents an irre- 
sistible appeal to her kind heart. Ten times 
as many nurses volunteered as were needed 
at the front. The name of more than one 
has been ‘flashed back over the wires as 
dying at her post. 

“The passionate self-renunciation of 
woman's heart makes her brave in battle, an 
angel of mercy after the battle, and finally, 
— need be, a patient martyr to the cause she 
oves.”’ 

The Rev. Bruce Brown preached at the 
West Side Christian Church in the morning 
on Lessons from the War.“ He said in part: 

“We can stand today upon the highest 
peak of the century and see some of the 
greatest influences that are moving men and 
making history. The dying century is leav- 
ing to us a legacy of leve between truth and 
power. During the centuries of the past 
truth has been compelled to stand alone 
against combinations of the mightiest pow- 
ers. If truth could win the victory against 
tyranny and lust combined with power, what 
may we expect when some of the strongest 
nations are now her friends? q

Second-Class Mail Rates. 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—There is an agitation going on quietly 
to get the present postal laws changed so as 
to cut out second-class matter, and thus 
enormously increase the burden on the peo- 
ple who use the mails. Allow me to illus- 
trate. It once cost 25 cents, any distance, 
to send an express package, containing 
samples, seeds, hops, etc. Now these same 
samples cost four cents per ounce. The 
benefit to the farmer, manufacturer, and 
business-man is immense. Farmers (and 
others engaged in produce business) can 
now send samples of barley, other seeds, 
hops, etc., to any part of the United States, 
and to their great advantage, as it gives 
even the otherwise isolated farmer the ad- 
vantage of knowing cheaply just what his 
produce is worth; while any one can see 
that otherwise he would Be at the mercy of 
the home market without knowing the qual- 
ity of his produce. The market quotations 
show a wide variance as to quality. 

I note the farmer particularly, because the 
same benefit applies to others; a cheap in- 
tercommunication between peoples and sec- 
tions is what the people demand. Express 
companies are not in a perishing condition, 
and are earning big dividends on immense 
capitalizations. And the great lines of rall- 
road are on the same footing. Let the peo- 
ple enjoy the oncoming boom.
